Greeting: I have received Your
Majesty’s messageof July 19, and
am glad to know that your Majesty
recognizes the fact that the govern-
ment and the people of the United
States desire of China nothing but
what ie just and equitable. The
perpose for which we landed troops
in China was the rescue of our
Legation from grave danger and
the protection of the lives and prop-
erty of Americans who were so-
journing in China in the enjoyment
